Entitled “Living the Dream,” 
he celebration of King’s 57th 
yirthday anniversary will be 
aunched on Sunday, Jan. 12, 
with a nine-day panorama of 
special programs that pay trib- 
ute to the slain civil rights 
eader and spotlight the partic- 
pation of world leaders and 
dignitaries, distinguished 
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guests and celebrities from all 
walks of life and the people of 
Atlanta, King’s hometown. 
The observances will culmi- 
nate on Monday, Jan. 20, when 


the entire nation pauses to. 


mark the first national legal 
observance of King’s birthday 
by the government of the Uni- 
ted States. 

Extensive observances are 
planned by the Federal Holiday 
Commission, which was estab- 
lished by Congress, and by the 
Atlanta-based Martin Luther 
King Jr. Center for Nonvio- 


lence’ Social Change. Special 
events will be held throughout 
the nation and in other parts of 
the world including a Washing- 
ton, D.C., tribute by the United 
States\Congress and the 
Thursday, Jan. 16, placement 
of a bist of King in the nation's 
capital. 

Mrs. Coretta Scott King; 
president of the King Center, 
has invited Americans to join 
the January programs and “be 
a part of the living history 
which.celebrates the legacy, 


_ life and dream of America’s 
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hero and -patriot.” 

She termed the Jan. 20 as a 
time of special recognition for 
Americans to“ reaffirm their 
faith in nonviolence and the 
quest for Martin's beloved 
community,” calling the pro- 
grams “a time of celebration, 
thanksgiving and renewal.”

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Heard facingchoices |} 
as new year unfolds

It’s a year of challenge and 
ecision for Loretta Heard. 

Heard has just been elected 
president of the school board: 
She is also being wooed as a 
potential candidate. for count- 
ywide office by Democratic 
feaders= -- —- 

She ranks as a popular vote 
getter in the city, one who,.in 
her first school board election, 
fas endorsed by both Repub- 
icans and Democrats. But in 
her first service as school 
board president, she will be 
facing-_several chaltenges 
whictiwill try her new power on 
the,board and her pergonal 
popularity as well. A ‘ 
~ “The main thing is theleby,” 
Heard says, referring tod the 
#chool tax levy ‘which board 
members are going to place on 
the ballot this year. 

The school system has 
passed only one school levy in 
the past 18 years,,in 198%” The 
‘amount of the levy has not yet 

een determined, but it will go 

fore-the voters in November, 
-A previous levy attem n 
1977, tailed because of uncer- 
tainty over the school dese- 
gfegation case, which had ig 
been decided by then-fedefal 
judge Robert M. Duncan. , 

But' other issues faci the 
school district may directly 
affect the success of a poten- 
tial levy, including the critical 
issue of annexation. The 
school board is confronting a 
tug-of-war by Columbus-area 
tegislators regarding the more 
than 70 square miles of land 
which is in the city's boundar- 
ies but outside the boundaries 
of the school district. 

’ Currently, the school board 
is unable ta annex a -- 
and the tax reven com- 
- panyingthe land -- because of 
a 1981 law which placed a 
moratorium: on such jannexa- 
tions. However the five-year 
moratorium will be up in 
November -- right around elec-

with this issue. Dana Deshier 
(R-Upper Arlington) has a bill 
which would permit those resi- 
dents of the affected areas to 
vote on whether they want to’ 
join the city of Columbus. A 
similar bill has béen intro- 
duced by Don Gilmore, also a 
Republican. 

Otto Beatty has introduced a 
bill; HB 628>-which would 
require a vote of the residents 
of both cities to determine 
whether the land would be 
annexed. 

Critical to the discussion is 
the revelation by the county 
auditor that land in the affected 
areas would generate more 
than $39 million in tax 
revenues to the Columbus pub- 
lic schools -- probably enough 
to obviate the meed fora levy. 

“We are opposed to Dana 
Deshier's bill, and opposed to 
Gilmore's bill,’ Heard said. 
Although some. board mem- 
bers “agree in concept” with 
the ‘Beatty bill, “right now, 
they're -.t in support of 
aa » Heard added.

According to Heard, County 
Democratic chairman Don 
Spicer “talked to me and a 
number of ‘other Democrats” 
about running for countywide 
office, and she dismisses the 
rumors as‘just rhetoric, there's 
been nothing concrete.” 

Yet she does not reject the 
opportunity out of hand, not- 
ing only that “there's a lot of 
wark that needs to be done” 
before she would make such a 
run. 

Other issues facing the 
school board include aplan to 
restructure the busing of the 
city’s students and the ultimate 
sale of Central High School. 

According to ard, the 
school board daring the early 
years of busing rejected a bus- 
ing plan devised by the 
school’s Black administrators 
which would have given each 
student no more than a 15- 
minute bus trip per day.

Columbus schools lose $39 million 
to other districts, Beatty says

“It's mind-boggling.” 

That is what State Rep. Otto 
Beatty (D-Columbus) said 
regarding figures released by 
the county author that Colum- 
bus schools lose more than $39 
million annually to other area 
school districts because por- 
tions of those districts are in 
the Boundaries of the City of 
Columbus. 


“It's a sticky wicket,” school — 


board member Gary Holland 
says, regarding the issue of 
whether the Columbus Board 
of Education should annex the 
more than 70.square miles of 
land which, while in the city 
proper, remains in other 
school districts. 

~ Butthe issue continues to be 
considered in the board of 
education and the legislature, 


as_all_the parties ponder what — 


could be the most momentous 
decision facing the schcol 
board since school desegrega- 


tion began. 

Discussion was expanded by 
Beatty, when he received 
information from County Audi- 
tor Palmér McNeal that the 
property taxes and other tax 
benefits in the 72 square miles 
not within the city school dis- 
trict totaled $39 million -- 
almost 20 percent of the school 
district's $226 million budget.

Africa as setting for movies 


ranges from realism to racism

Faraway places, unfamiliar 
to the American audience, 
have a built-in air of mystery 
and excitement about them. 
American filmmakers have 
been attracted to these loca- 
tions for years, and they 
recently started filming there 
on a large scale. However, 
what a filmmaker chooses to 
do in these places can be the 
difference between a breath- 


” taking, enlightening expe- 


rience and the perpetuation of 
sleazy, racist exploitation. Hol- 
lywood discovered East Africa 
this holiday season, and gave 
,us two extremes. Both films 
center around relationships 
between white men and white 
women, with Africa serving as 
the background for stories that 
could have been told any- 
where. One story was based on 
true incidents that did happen 
in Kenya, while the other is a 
shamefu! piece of fiction. 

“Out of Africa” is a moving 
drama based on the stories of 
Karen Blixen, who wrote sev- 
eral novels about her expe- 
riences in Kenya under the pen 
name tsak Dinesen. Meryl 
Streep as.Karen ‘gives one of 
the best performances of her 
career, The real Karen Blixen, 
by all accounts, was a brilliant 
storyteller. She moved from 
her native Denmark to what 
was then called British East 
Africa in 1913. She marries a 
Swedish baron and she man- 
ages a large coffee farm that 
they own, while the baron 
hunts‘and goes off to fight 
World War I. The baron, played 
by Klaus Maria Brandauer, 
leaves her with a major case of 
syphillis and little else. In her 
loneliness she befriends two 
close partners who are British 
hunters. They add a new 
dimension toher life.. Karen is 
initially attracted to one 
partner, Berkeley; but later 
sees a Special quality iri the 
other partner, Denys, played 
by Robert Redford. 


Karen is an independent 


woman, and free-spirited 
Denys is the only white man in 
Kenya that admires and 
respects her for this. The story 
progresses as the very thing 
that brought Karen and Denys 
together eventually tears them 
apart. Theirindependence 
comes alive on the screen as 
Sydney Pollack masterfully 
iftustrates their story over the 
rich terrain of Kenya- 

Pollack takes his time telling 
us Karen's story. He wants us 
to see and feel the slower 
paced yet more thoughtful 
lifestyles and the magnificent 
countryside that bombarded 
Karen's senses while in Africal. 
Pollack. uses Robert Redford 
through the character Denys to 
tell us that Kenya is a diverse 
and complicated country, that 
the British used many meth 
ods to colonize Kenya includ- 
‘ing the selling of lottery tickets 
for parcels of land, and he lets 
.us know that the encroach- 

ent of white civilization will 
be the death physically or psy- 
chologically of almost every 
living thing in its way. Pollack 
shares with us the early mak- 
ings of a colonial society by 
showing us the European 
induced cast system of Kenya 
that placed Indians as a middle

class between the various 
indiginous tribes of Kenya and 
the ever increasing Europeans. 
He lets us see and feel that w 
hite control of Kenya is inevit- 
able; and the only thing that the 
British fear are the unpredicta- 
ble lions and Masai: Denys 
states, ‘‘Masai are the only 
ones out here that don't care 
about us (the British), and that 
will be what finishes them.” But 
Karen cared about the Afri- 
cans. Through her many years 
in Africa she learned to under- 
stand the different tribes of 
Kenya, and worked with them 
as best she could. Her short 
comings were the same as any 
person who believes their civil- 
ization is superior. to another. 
She treated them like children. 
In the end Sydney Pollack and 
the film fell victim to the same 
short coming by not showing 
the hostility that was brewing 
underneath every African's 
skin as their land and resour- 
ces were squandered. 

The other film, “King Solom- 
on's Mines,” should never have 
gotten out of Africa. The film 


has been called th ameless 
clone of “Raiders ae Lost 
Ark,” and is loose’ »ased on 
the two easier film 2rsions of 


“King omon's Mines.” But

- comes complete with African 


natives obsessed with a white 
woman, thousands’ of canni- 
bals with a fifteen foot high 
cooking pot, and every kind of 
stereotype that has been deve- 
loped about Africa over the last 
two hundred years. This type 
of behavior in filmmaking is to 
be expected from the produc- 
ers, the Cannon Group, wh o 
are notorious for bad films and 
bad taste. However, it is a sur- 
prise that the country of Zim- 
babwe, that fought many years 
to free itself from colonialism, 
allowed colonial stereotypes to 
be shot in their homeland. The 
way the rest of the world views 
East Africa on the screen this 
season may be more costly 
than any revenues provided by 
on-location shooting.

There is a growing inability of 
Black men and women to love one 
another. 

Fhis;—you—might-say,—raciat 
divorce is bedded in a strong psy- 
chological distrust of and dislike 
for Black manhood.

To avoid these unprofitable 
methods and to reduce rebellions 
and escapes, it was far cheaper to 
rely on restrictions of the slaves’ 
mental and psychological devel- 
opment. Ignorance of. who they 
were as a people was much 
cheaper--and more efficient--than 
physical methods of restraint. 

African men were assertive by 
culture and tradition. This made 
them particularly dangerous. 
Therefore, the Black man’s dose of 
psychological dependency and 
worship of Whites was intensified 
in proportion to his independence 
and asertiveness. 

Subsequently, he learned to 
direct his hostility away from the 
Objects of fear and worship, 
Whites, and towards those without 
power instruments--other Blacks, 
women being the most vulnerable.

Espy said that, although he

for-his_actions, “I thought:the 
oversight responsibilities over 
the trash-burning power plant 
and the civic.service commis- 
siomwere being handled prop- 
erly.” When told that. Ham- 
mond_had given as his reason 
for the shift a more equitable 
workload for all the council 
members, Espy said, “if that's
